Ill feeling between Keim and 
his son-in-law was aid to have ex- 
isted for several years, according to 
Broppy. and Keim, it was understood, 
was to have appeared in court to 
testify" against Ford in an asault case 
the day of his death.

also a stranger to him, of having driv-

I find that the facts in the case are 


far different from statements -then 
presented to me and to the other 
people of Virginia. Instead of having 
for actual State Highway 
construc- 


tion in 1923 less than 53,500.000- Vir- 
ginia has for this year over $1S 000,- 
000 for State Highway construction 
and over $3.100,000 for maintenance. 


On February 10th, 1923, (before 


the Special session of the Legislature 
convened) there was available for ex- 
penditure by the State Highway Com- 
mission for work to be done in 1923 
in construction of State Highways 
approximately 
$8.000,000 
exclusive 


of all new funds becoming available 
in 1923. Contracts for the expendi- 
ture of $4,686,000 of this sum 
had 


been let. No contracts had been let 
for the expenditure of the balance 
amounting to $3.300.000. 


On Sept. 30th. 1923, Virginia had 


available unexpended funds for State 
Highway purposes for 1923 approxi- 
mating £8,500,000, according to the 
statement of'^Auditor Moore, for the 
expenditure of much of which

Prosecution Rested Last 


Night After 22 Witnesses 
Had Been Heard—Jury 
Will Get Case Friday 
Night.

Va.., Oct. 18.—Continuing the speed 
that marked both yesterday and the 
preceding day. rapid progress was 
made by the defense this morning in 
the second trial of County Clerk R. O. 
Oarrett, charged with the murder of 
Rev. IS. S. Pierce. 
Most of tho less 


important witnesses had been heard 
when Judge "White recessed court for 
dinner, and this afternoon both tho 
defendant and his brother, Larkin C. 
Garrett, indicted jointly with him for 
the Pierce killing, were expected to 
take the stand. 
Indications were that all evidence 


would be in before adjournment to- 
night and tomorrow will be given over 
to completion of instructions and final 
arguments before the jury which is 
expected to get the case by tomorrow 
night. 
The defense centered its efforts this 


morning toward building the theory 
that Rev. Pierce knew .something of 
the A. M. Chandler shooting last May 
3 which it is claimed led directly to 
the Pierce tragedy. 
Chandler -was 
shot from ambush at night and it is 
the claim of the defense he was shot 
by mistake for L,. C. Garrett. 
Several witnesses was put on the 


stand as to the threats made by Mr. 
Pierce.

Va., Oct. 18.—The prosecution naving 
completed its evidence and rested last 
night, Robert O. Garrett began his 
defense in the Cumberland rounty 
Circuit court today against the charge 
of murder resulting from the fatal 
shooting last June 5 of Rev. E. S. 
Pierce by himself and brother, Lar- 
kin C. Oarrett. 
Both Garrett'- were 


expected to take the stand and indi- 
cations were that all defense testi- 
mony will be in before adjournment. 
In that event Friday will be given 
over to final arguments and the jury 
likely will get the case thai night. 


All told the prosecution placed on 
the stand, 22 witnesses, including the 
widow and children»of the slam min- 
ister. 
Mrs. Pierce,was the last wit- 
ness before the state rested. In addi- 
tion. Judge B. D. "White called to the 
stand Commonwealth's Attorney "W. 
M. Smith, of Cumberland county, a 
witness to the Pierce tragedy, and 
who was discarded as a. state witness 
after he had been put on by ths prose- 
cution at the trial of Larkin Garrett 
last July. 
Judge Smith was on the 


stand about two hours and wan sub- 
jected to a severe cross examination 
by R- E- Byrd for the comrnonv. eaith, 
who tried to make the witness admit 
he did not know just what had hap- 
pened and that he had told several 
different versions of the shootinvc. par- 
ticuarly a-- to v. ho fired the first shot.

During the latter part of May, Mr. 
Pierce visited him at the hospital, the 
witness continued and asked permis- 
sion to question him. 
"Mr. Pierce asked me why Mrs. 
Larkin Garrett was with rne at that 
time of night. 
I was indignant at 
this and told him she had a perfect 
right to be in the car,' becaus° her 
husband was with her and that I did 
not see how anybody could lake ex- 
ception to that. Then he told rne that 
the man who had shot me had pulled 
the wrong trigger — that he had rr.eant 
the number 4 load of shot for Mr. 
Garrett and a load of birdshot for Mr. 
if I interfered. 
"This naturally made me believe 


Mr. Pierce knew right much about 
the shooting," the witness said, -'and 
caused him to wire the Garretts to 
come to see him and R. O. Garrett 
came at once. 
"I told him what Mr. Pierce had 
said and he asked me to make an 
affidavit as to what Mr. Pierce iaid". 
continued the witness, "and I did so." 


Attorney Smith read the affidavit to 
the court. 
Chandler's height and weight were 


compared to L. C. Garrett's and the 
two men were asked to stand up side 
by side before the jury. The witness 
said he had no enemies in Cumber- 
land.

mit suicide yesterday was frustrated 
by a friend* according 
to Sheriff 


Hancock. Mrs. Rogers claims she and 
Alton Rogers -were • married 
three 


months ago. but after questioning by 
Sheriff Hannock. she could not re- 
member where the 
wedding 
took 


place, the sheriff said 
"He had to do it." said Mrs. Rogers, 


when finally ?he wilted under the 
severe questioning 
to which 
both 


sheriffs subjected her. 


A dark splotch, believed to be blood, 
lately discovered in the home of Love 
Rogers in Georgia, and two rows of

nesses may be futile where there is 
a call for strength. Still if the league 
sh'ould have to call for, patience, it 
might be able to justify it by pointing 
to instances of the "failure of law in 
some of the nations. While the league 
is living,down Corfu, If it has to live 
it down, the United States will have to 
live down such things as the massacre 
at Herrin, 111. The charge that the 
United States -withdrew too soon from 
co-operation with Its' allies after the 
world war also is written into the 
record.

Such talk, however, might be con- 


sidered beneath dignified associations. 
The significant thing is that despite 
the weakness 
charged against 
the 


League in its operation, the associa- 
tion continues to be recognized as 
sound in principle and the only sys- 
tem in the world today devised as 
an Instrument for war prevention. If 
it is weak, then it is the business of 
civilization to make it strong enough 
to serve Its purpose.

clothes and other necessities. Jsature 
is said to be the best weather prophet 
and if this Irolds true the outlook for 
the average householder is sad in- 
deed for a long: hard winter lies be-' 
lore us. Note the following signs and 
prepare accordingly: 


Fur on wild and domestic animals 


is unusually heavy; ants have gather- 
ed their winter supply of food early 
and stored It far below the surface of 
the ground; cqckle burs fllled out and 
ripened early: corn husks are 
ex- 


tremely thick: nuts and acorns are 
plentiful and are being stored unusu-

"By burning coal, mtead of cook- 


ing it, you can save 25 per cent of 
your fuel bills. 
"Too manv persons make the mis- 


take of covering the entire fire bed 
each time they add coal. When this 
happens, most of the gases- are cook- 
ed out. and. escape up the chimney 
vSthout being burned. 
"The best method is to apply a 


heap of fuel on one side of the fur- 


nace and then, when this has burn- 
ed down, throw the next heap on the 
opposite side. This alternating meth- 
od always exposes a bed of live coals 
to Ignite the gases. 
"A big flre burning 
slowly 
is 


cheaper in the -long run than a lit- 
tle flre burning fast. Fast burning 
means incomplete 
combustion 
and 


hence more waste in the ashes. 
"Regulate your flre by the damper 


and the ash-pit door instead of by 
the fuel door- 
Every pound of ex- 
cess air taken in above the flre cools 
the furnace just that much. Keep 
your furnace clean—it's mussy work, 
but it pays. Keep the heating pipes 
well covered." 
"Fuel Powder" 
That proper methods will save a 


surprsing amount of coal was dem- 
onstrated to fuel engineers not long 
ago duing this 
investigation 
of a 


"fuel powder" that had appeared on 
the market. This ,when sprinkled in 
the furnace under very careful and 
detailed directions, was supposed to 
bring about a tremendous savings. 
It did. But the stuff analyzed more 
than 90 per cent common salt and 
just enough permanganate of pot- 
ash to give the flames a pretty red 
hue. 
The printed directions for its 


application, though, were about the 
best set of furnace instructions ever 
devised. They were so good that they 
performed just as \afficiently with- 
out the powder as with it. In them

Few politicians expected the wets to

In the coming session " of Congress. 
But it was believed that they would 
have more strength than in years and 
more fighting spirit, and that they 
would take the offensive in a very 
striking way. 
There plainly was the 


possibility that such a development 
would add to the two outstanding dif- 
ficulties of the drys a,t the moment— 
weakness in enforcement and revolt 
in Eastern centers. 
And out of that 


might come disaster in the next presi- 
dential election, in the form of nom- 
ination and election of a "moderate 
wet." 


Avoid Backs-To-WaU Fighting. 
In danger of having their backs 


pressed to the wall and of being com- 
pelled to fight a wholly defensive ac- 
tion, what did the drys do? 
They 


decided to hit first and to organize 
first. 
And their first blow was deliv- 


ered in the Citizenship Conference, 
one of the most skilfully conceived, 
skilfully executed and generally ef- 
fpcMve 
demonstrations 
in 
many 


moons. It is difficult to see wherein 
that demonstration failed in any of 
its Important objectives. 


The two main objectives -certainly 


seem to have been 
attained. 
They 


were: 
First—To arouse the prohibitionists 


throughout the country, and also to 
arouse the class that may be indif- 
ferent to prohibition but is not in- 
different 4o the contention that there 
is grave danger in tolerating wide- 
spread indifference to the laws. 
So 


far as that can be accomplished at 
one stroke, there is every reason to 
believe that the*drys were successful. 


Secure Wide Publicity. 


They obtained an almost incredible 


amount of publicity. -Big newspapers 
and little ones 
featured 
the 
dry 


speeches and arguments 
for three 


days. 
And the drys used 
the tre- 


mendous opportunity of that public- 
ity not only to make the usual dry 
arguments but to get oefore the peo- 
ple in very emphatic form the argu- 
ment that .whether prohibition is wise 
or unwise, it is in the organic law. 
and while It is there it should be and 
must be respected. They maintained 
the latter argument through men, and 
groups -far removed from 
the 
dry 


clan.
